What  was  our  country  before  the  revolution  ? 


We  were  the  most  exploited  country,  a country  with  the  most 
disfranchised  and  downtrodden  working  class  in  Europe,  with  the 
most  [joverly-striken,  wretched  and  disjiossesscd  peasantry 
afflicted  with  the  disasters  of  famine.  We  were  a country  whose’ 
agriculture  was  the  most  backward  and  extensive,  a country  of 
•chronic  droughts  and  harvest  failures,  a country  of  the  wooden 
[dough,  the  mattock  and  the  Volga  boatmen.  Ours  was  a country 
stricken  by  typhus  and  cholera  epidemics,  degeneration,  alcohol, 
ism  and  frightful  mortality,  an  uncultured,  illiterate  and  super- 
stitious country,  a prey  to  the  opium  of  religion  and  the 
obscurantism  of  thc  priests.  In  order  to  maintain  their  rotten 
rule,  the  ruling  classes  of  our  country  artificially  fostered  national 
enmity,  invented  legends  of  ritual  murder,  organised  pogroms

Our  ronstruetion  work  did  not  proceed  smoothly , as  may  have 
asreared  from  a distance.  We  needed  metal  for  our  construction

The  victory  of  Socialism  in  the  U1S.S.R1  places  in  the  hands  of 
the  Communist  Parties  in  the  capitalist  countries  a powerful  in. 
Strument  with  which  to  influence  the  broad  toiling  masses,  " ,-\t 
present  we  exercise  our  influence  on  the  international  revolution 
mainly  by  means  of  our  economic  policy,"*  said  I.enin  in  the 
period  when  we  had  finished  the  war  against  the  interventionists 
and  had  taken  up  economic  construction.
